H E whole Fleet, under the Command of the Right 
Honor able the Lord Berkeley, ſailed the 3d inflant 
from Uſhant towards Bel. Ne, and in the Afternoon, 
upon. s Signal from the Admiral, Sir Martin B:ckman, 
with the Bomb.Peſſels, ſeparated from the Fleet, with a 
Convoy of ten Men of War and five Fire-[hips, comman- 
ded by Capt. Mees. On the 5th we arrived, between 3 
4 4 Cleck in the Afternoon, before St. Martins, where the 
Men of Mar came to Anchor ; but theBomb Veſſeli went 
in as far as they could go, which was about three quarters 


f 4 Mile from the Town; where, about ſix they all ſat | 


faſt on à ſoft Ground; notwithſtandi 

egan to bombard the Town about 9 at Night, and conte- 
wed it till 3 the next Morning. After one hours bom- 
bing, there appeared five ſeveral Fires in the middle 
of the Town, ſome were put out, but two continued with 


ent and 77 Hlames; At 3 in the Morning the Bomb- 
el bawled off to refre the Men, and to 
with all Neceſſaries, About 3 4 Clock in the Afternoon, 
when the Nas ſerved, Sir Martin Beckman ſtood in again, 
but more to the Eaſtward, about the ſame diſtance as be- 
fore from the Town, and ſo bombarded it till 4 in the 
Morning : The Town was al the while on Fire in many 
places; and the two Fires firſt mentioned continued, with 
eenſiderable Augment ation, infomuch, that we all juage 
the greateſt and richeſt part of the Town was deftroy'd 
by Fire, or ſbattered in pieces by the Bombs, of which we 
fired Iwo thouſand two hundred and thirty, including in 
that Namber Two kundred and ſixty Carcaſſes. They 
fired from the Town with 18 pieces of Cannon and 4 
Mort ars, but wit baut doing us any damage. The 7th in 
the Morning ws gawe over bombing ef St. Martins, havin 
left one of their Ships on- Fire in the Road, and brought 
away a Daniſh Hy- boat laden with Brandy and Salt, up- 
on ſuſpicion of being French; we took alſo s Ship going in, 
b fides ſeveral Boats laden with Proviſions, &c. The 
own is wel fortificd, and, as the Priſoners informed us, 
there was aGariſon in it of 1200 Men. From thence we ſailed 
directiy to Ollone, ſcituated on the Main, where we arrived 
about 8 in the Evening; We began immediately to bom- 
bard that place, and after à little ms Fe of the 
teaſes, which ftand ſcattering, took fire, were burnt 
to the Ground; About 12 8 Clock at - Night, it growing 
Foggy, we left off bombing, and began again about 2 in 
the Morning,when perceiving there were two ſeveral Towns, 
divided by a River or Harbour, half a quarter of # Mile 
broad, Sir Martin placed 7 Bomb Sings againſt the North 
Town, aud three againſt the South „ and ſo bormbar- 
ded them till haf an hour paſt 5 inthe Evening; during

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this time the two Towns took fire in fifteen ſeveral Places, 
and after ſome burning were put out, except 3 in the Town 
on the North-fide, which continued burning when we left 
it, and laſted all the Night, after we were under ſail, 
perceived ky thoſe that had the Watch on Board the Ships, 
which is to be imputed to the Violence of the inereaſing 
Flames, or to the blowing up of Houſes to avoid the ſpread- 
ing thereof. The North-fide ſuffered moff by reaſon of its 
being more cloſely built, and the beft Houſes were there: 
Inemy had planted eges of Cannon upon the 
Point going ini the Harbor, fon whence, at our coming 
fo Anchor, the Commander of the Society Bomb-Ship, Cap- 
tain Feninfer, was kill'd; We fired here 1996 Bombs and 
Carcafſes, with wery good effect.

had thereupon paſſed the River Magoſh, and ad- 


vanced towards Temeſwaer.
